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Murder accused wanted 
to ‘finish off’ mum-of-four 


THE man accused of the horrific murder of 
Harlow mum-of-four Claire Parrish asked 
police to let him “finish her” as he was arrest¬ 
ed in the room where he carried out the fatal 
attack, a court heard this week. 

Former nightclub doorman Mark Golds (46), 
who lived with Ms Parrish at the couple’s 
home in Copshall Close, has admitted killing 
his partner on July 15 last year but denies her 
murder on the grounds of diminished respon¬ 
sibility. 

At Chelmsford Crown Court on Tuesday, PC 
Douglas Lyall told the jury of the struggle by 
police to arrest Golds once they had got into 
the bedroom where he had stabbed and beat¬ 
en Ms Parrish to death. 

He said the struggle went on for 10 minutes, 
during which time Golds told officers: “She’s 
evil, I’ve killed her - the demon’s gone.”

PC Lyle added that Golds had then told 
police: “The ****’* still alive. Let me finish her. 
The bread knife’s still in the room.” 

Another officer at the scene, Sergeant Barry 
Booth, told the jury he had spoken to Golds - 
who he knew from his work as a doorman at 
Harlow nightclub Liberty’s - a few days before 
the killing. 

He said he had seen him at a BP petrol station 
in Southern Way, Harlow, and had a “normal” 
conversation with him. 

But when he next saw Golds after the killing 
he was “shouting and aggressive”, Sgt Booth 
told the court. “He became extremely violent 
and tried to bite officers. He needed leg 
restraints.” 


Under cross examination, Sgt Booth told the 
jury: “When we got into the room he was all 
quiet and then erupted into a barrage of abuse 
and violent behaviour.” 

Pathologist Dr Benjamin Swift ^ 
told the court that Ms Parrish, I 
pictured right, had bled to death 
from internal injuries sustained 
after being kicked or stamped 
on by Golds. 

After detailing a cata¬ 
logue of injuries includ¬ 
ing stab wounds, cuts, JlA 

bruising and “combing” 
marks caused by a knife 
being passed over her skin, 
he said the mum-of-four 
had died from “overall f 
blood loss”.

“There were multiple incised wounds to the 
arms and hands - many from a serrated blade,” 
said Dr Swift. “Although the wounds would 
have contributed to death as an overall result 
of blood loss they, by themselves, would not 
\ have been potentially fatal. There was signifi- 
\ cant internal abdominal haemorrhaging. 

“There was a tear in the liver causing 
. damage to a blood vessel, which caused 
internal bleeding. There was one litre of 
, fresh blood in the abdominal cavity. 

I “The most common cause I’ve seen for that 
is where someone has been kicked or 
stamped on while on the ground.”

Q Free parking 
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Chef facing trial 
over knife attack 

A CHEF accused of stabbing a man 
in an early morning attack outside 
a Harlow pub on Saturday has been 
remanded in custody following a 
court appearance on Monday. 

Kamhung Lee (49), of Spring Hills, 
Harlow, will now face trial at 
Chelmsford Crown Court, with a 
preliminary hearing scheduled for 
June 25. 

He is accused of inflicting 
grievous bodily harm with intent 
on 26-year-old Harlow man Perry 
Hill, who remains in a stable 
condition in hospital. 

Lee also stands accused of 
possession of an offensive weapon - 
a knife - in a public place. He is yet 
to enter any pleas to the charges. 

Attack victim Mr Hill is said to 
have suffered wounds to his 
stomach, liver and the top of a leg 
in the incident, which is alleged to 
have taken place in the car park of 
The Shark pub in Hobtoe Road at 
about 12.30am. 

Detectives have appealed for any 
witnesses who were in the area at 
the time to contact them on 101.

violent towards his partner in the 
past. 

Stevie Allen (21) claimed the 
defendant had told her: “I’m not 
going to tell you a lie, I’ve slapped 
her a few times.” 

Giving evidence, she added: “After 
the relationship had started, [my 
mum] gradually changed quite a 
lot. She wasn’t so outgoing and 
didn’t go out so much. I was rarely 
left to speak to her alone without 
him around. 

“When I phoned her he would 
answer it and say ‘anything you got 
to say you can say to me’ or say she 
was busy and would call back later.” 

The court was also told that Golds 
had a previous history of violence, 
receiving a police caution in 2007 
for assaulting his then-wife. 

Detailing the defendant’s medical 
history, prosecutor Andrew Jackson 
said Golds was described as having 
a “personality disorder”. 

He added that during police 
interviews, Golds had said: “I hear 
things and I see things and people 
talk to me. I live in fear of 
everything.” 

The hearing continues.

Blunnie case review 
highEghts CPS error 


A HARLOW man jailed for life for 
murdering his heavily pregnant 
partner and causing the death of 
their unborn baby should have 
been prosecuted for assaulting 
his victim two months before he 
killed her, the Crown 
Prosecution Service has admit¬ 
ted. 

Tony McLernon (24), of North 
Grove, kicked 20-year-old Eystna 
Blunnie to death in a brutal and 
unprovoked attack in Howard 
Way, Harlow, on June 27 last year. 

But the assault may never have 
happened if the CPS had decided 
to prosecute McLernon two 
months before the fatal attack, 
when he was arrested for alleg¬ 
edly attempting to strangle Miss 
Blunnie. 

Following a review of the deci¬ 
sion, Chief Crown Prosecutor for 
the East of England Grace 
Ononiwu admitted the CPS had

got it wrong. 

“I have had two meetings with 
Mr and Mrs Blunnie to explain 
the background to the decision 
not to charge McLernon and to 
answer their questions, and I am 
now able to make a statement on 
the review,” she said. 

“I have confirmed to Mr and 
Mrs Blunnie that when the charg¬ 
ing lawyer considered the papers 
from the police, if they had 
applied correctly the Code for 
Crown Prosecutors together with 
the CPS Policy on domestic vio¬ 
lence and the aide-memoire, 
which aims to assist prosecutors 
with charging advice in domestic 
violence cases, then the rational 
decision would have been to 
authorise a charge. 

“For this failure to authorise a 


charge in relation to the April 
2012 incident, I have unreserv¬ 
edly apologised to Mr and Mrs 
Blunnie in person and in writing 
for the distress caused by this 
decision.” 

Ms Ononiwu said the service 
now planned to set up Violence 
Against Women Panels in the 
East of England to examine CPS 
decision-making in selected 
cases. 

“Such panels are to be staffed 
by members of the public as well 
as lawyers and I have extended 
an invitation to Mr and Mrs 
Blunnie to join the panel,” she 
explained. 

“The East of England has the 
best conviction rate in the coun¬ 
try for cases of domestic violence, 
but this case demonstrates the 
continued need to ever improve 
our handling and understanding 
of domestic violence.

I phoned the contact number as stated 
outside the playground and got an 
automated message apologising that 
Harlow Council could not take my call. 
The line then went dead. 

I phoned the police and was put 
through to the control room at 
Chelmsford. I was informed that there 
was no offence being committed as all 
dogs were on leads, and as resources 
were stretched there was no way a unit 
could attend to give words of advice. 

The control room operative suggested 
that even if police attended, if people 
refused to leave with their dogs they 
could do nothing. 

I found this attitude staggering and 
told the operative it would be on his 
conscience if anything should happen. 

As a former police officer myself, I am 
well aware of the constraints of police 
resources, although I would argue 
that someone could have found five 
minutes to attend to give advice on a 
generally quiet bank holiday. 

But where was Harlow Council? Where 


is the enforcement we pay heavily for? 
And, moreover, where is the personal 
responsibility of people who put their 
dogs over the safety of children? 

I am a dog owner and there is no way 
I would take my dog into these child- 
friendly environments. Let’s keep it 
child-friendly and dog-free. 

Owners - leave your dogs at home as 
this is a children’s playground. Police - 
be pro-active rather than reactive. And 
Harlow Council? Deliver the services 
we pay for; our children’s lives are 
worth that at the very least.

Community heroes honoured at awards ceremony 


HARLOW’S community champions have 
been presented with civic awards by 
Harlow Council for their commitment and 
contributions to the town. 

The awards were presented at last 
week’s annual council meeting by 
outgoing Harlow Council chairman Maggie 
Hulcoop. 

The youngest recipient of the prestigious 
award was 18-year-old Suliman Ahmed, 
who is currently a student at Leventhorpe 
School. 

The ex-Mark Hall School pupil was 
recognised for his role as a youth 


councillor and for his continued work with 
Harlow Youth Council after stepping down 
due to other commitments. 

Moira Jones, of Bishopsfield, received 
her award for her work as a librarian at 
the Gibberd Garden Trust and other roles 
within community projects, while green¬ 
fingered former council employee Colin 
Lincoln won after being nominated for his 
wildlife work in Harlow Town Park and 
Parndon Wood Nature Reserve. 

In addition, Bob McKenzie was 
recognised for his continued work as a 
community champion. 


The retired heating engineer, who 
completed his National Service in the 
Royal Military Police, has served on 
various representative tenant bodies, a 
champion for paddling pools and 
organised street parties in Church Leys to 
celebrate the silver, gold and diamond 
jubilees. 

The only organisation to receive an 
award was local charity CanalAbility, 
which runs four boats providing day trips, 
short breaks and holidays for people with 
disabilities, particularly those in 
wheelchairs or with impaired mobility. 


Writer who charted 
town’s history dies 

PROLIFIC local historian and 
former Harlow College teacher 
Hazel Lake has died, aged 87. 

The daughter of a senior 
master at Sibford Quaker School, 
she was born in Oxfordshire and 
educated at Quaker schools and 
at the London School of 
Economics, where she took a 
degree in economics. 

She married Christopher Lake 
and they lived in Cyprus before 
moving to Harlow in 1956. She 
taught at Great Parndon School, 
Harlow College and, for a period, 
in Sweden. 

Deeply interested in local 
history, she penned five books: 
The Arkwrights of Harlow (with 
Joyce Jones), Life and Death of 
Burnt Mill Village, Sugar Planters 
in Little Parndon, The Life of 
William Smith and The History of 
Mark Hall Manor. 

Mrs Lake also wrote two books 
on English language teaching 
and served as vice-chair of the 
Friends of Harlow Museum. 

She is survived by her husband 
- from whom she was divorced - 
two daughters and three 
grandchildren. 

Rotary club boost

Judge orders 
destruction of 
dangerous dog 


A DANGEROUS dog which attacked a teen¬ 
ager in Harlow and left him with an hor¬ 
rific arm injury is to be put down. 

On Friday a court issued a death warrant 
on the black labrador cross, which bit 
14-year-old Brandon Elston and later 
attacked a police officer who went to inves¬ 
tigate the incident. 

The dog - named Blade - was already fac¬ 
ing a provisional death sentence. But after 
owner Janet Godfrey (34), of Amherst 
Lodge, Harlow, failed to turn up at Chelm¬ 
sford Magistrates Court for the order to be 
made, district 
judge John Wool- 
ard ordered police 
to track down the 
animal and have it 
put down. 

At the time of the 
attack the dog was 
being walked by 
Tamlin Kester 
Presland, a neigh¬ 
bour of Ms God¬ 
frey. He appeared 
before magistrates 
at an earlier hear¬ 
ing and was ordered to pay £250 compensa¬ 
tion to Brandon after pleading guilty to 
being in charge of the dog and allowing it to 
be dangerously out of control. 

The court was told that Brandon was 
“scarred for life” after being bitten on the 
wrist on March 14. He needed surgery and 
stitches after the attack, which resulted in 
his radial artery being severed. 

Later, when a police officer went to the 
owner’s home to investigate the incident, 
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he was also bitten by the dog. 

The original court hearing put the wheels 
in motion for the ‘contingent destruction 
order’ to be made in respect of the animal. 
However, the owner had to be present for 
the order to be made. 

Speaking after Friday’s hearing, the vic¬ 
tim’s mum, Sharon Elston, said: “I’m 
pleased the court has now ordered it to be 
destroyed but the police have still got to 
track down the 
dog. 

“Dogs that bite 
people should be 
destroyed. 

“As far as we 
know the dog has 
gone missing so 
police time has 
now got to be 
taken up trying 
to find it. In the 
meantime, as it’s 
already bitten 
two people it 
could well attack another.” 

Mrs Elston has already been in touch with 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon over the issue of 
dangerous dogs and is hoping to take her 
son to the House of Commons to meet him 
to discuss it in detail. 

“The Government needs to take a much 
stronger line on dangerous dogs,” she said. 
“The judge at court questioned why the dog 
was not seized immediately after it bit 
Brandon.”

Early beginnings for Cub Scouts 


S COUTING has always been a 
favourite pastime of youngsters 
all over the country - and Harlow is 
no exception. 

The very first Scout group in the 
Star patch is believed to have 
been founded in 1910. The town 
now boasts nine Scout groups and 
two Explorer Scout units.

Series: Harlow, shows one of the 
town’s early Cub Scout groups in 
their newly-erected tent which they 
pitched off School Lane. The 
picture is believed to have been 
taken around 1960. 

The late 1960s was a time of 
great change for the Scout 
Association, which introduced a 
new promise and law, changes to 
the uniform - which saw long 
trousers and berets introduced as 


standard across the country - and 
new training schemes. 

The biggest change was to allow 
boys and girls in the same group, 
although this was restricted to the 
Venture Scouts until 1991.

Corned beef caused 
town typhoid outbreak 


T HIS month marks 50 years 
since Harlow made national 
headlines when a shock 
outbreak of typhoid tragically 
claimed the livesof several 
residents. 

Normally associated with 
South America and South Asia, 
the potentially fatal disease is a 
highly contagious infection 
caused by a salmonella-type 
bacteria. Its sudden appearance 
in the town back in 1963 initially 
left health officials perplexed. 

As soon as tests confirmed that 
at least four residents had 
contracted the disease, an 
urgent investigation was 
launched in a bid to find the 
source of the outbreak. 

The town’s sewerage system 
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and milk and water supplies 
were checked and all those 
diagnosed were interviewed. 

Eventually the outbreak was 
traced back to a butcher’s shop 
in The Stow, where contaminated 
corned beef from South America 
was found to be the culprit. A 
member of the staff was also 
found to have contracted the 
fever. 

Acording to Nostalgia reader 
Eric Thacker (75), of Ladyshot, a 
total of 13 residents died during 
the outbreak, with a further five 
people recovering from the 
disease. 

“I was in the process of moving 


to the town from Tottenham at 
the time,” he said. “When I told 
people I was relocating to 
Harlow they’d say I shoudn’t 
beacause there were people 
dying of typhoid there. 

“I think around 13 people died 
in total. That number is in my 
head but I can’t be sure. 

“They were very quick in 
trying to find out where it had 
come from and they soon 
discovered it had started from a 
butcher’s in The Stow.”

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RSPCA probe ‘deliberate attempt’ to maim pet cat 

ANIMAL welfare officers have launched an 
investigation into what vets have described as 
a “deliberate attempt” to maim a Harlow 
family’s pet cat. 

After going missing for a week, two-year-old 
Tinkerbell returned home barely able to walk 
as one of her limbs had swollen to four times 
its normal size. 

Owner Zina Deniz rushed her to the local vet, 
who found garden wire wrapped around the 
cat’s leg joint in what has been described as a 
“deliberate and callous act”. 

Zina told the Star: “Tinkerbell belongs to my 
daughter Ceylan and she is distraught. It has 
been a devastating time for the family. 

“The vet has told us that we need to wait a 
few months to see if the feeling returns to 
Tinkerbell’s leg. If not, she will sadly need to 
have it amputated. 

“She is still not walking properly and is afraid 
of everything. She’s a very affectionate cat and 
it’s really upsetting to see her in pain. It’s just 
horrible.” 

RSPCA inspector Stephen Reeve confirmed 
the charity is investigating the incident and has 
asked for anyone with information to come 
forward. 

“There was no way this was an accident,” he 
told the Star. “The wire was wrapped around 
twice really tightly, then twisted and cut off. It 
cut off circulation and did a lot of nerve 
damage in the process. 

“It is likely this young cat will never be the 
same again.”

MOTORISTS have been told to think 
twice before drinking alcohol after 
Essex Police launched its annual sum¬ 
mer crackdown with a warning that it 
will be targeting towns with bustling 
night-time economies such as Harlow. 

The campaign, which began on 
Saturday, will run until the end of the 
month. 

As well as breath tests, officers will be 
checking drivers for drug use with road 
side impairment tests. 

Adam Pipe, Essex Police’s casualty 
reduction manager, said: “We are all 
hoping for some warmer weather soon 
and want everyone to enjoy their sum¬ 
mer but with the arrival of the sun 
comes lazy afternoon barbecues drinks 
in pub gardens and the temptation to 
have just one more. 

“Just one or two pints of beer or a glass 
of wine could put your over the limit but 
we’re pushing home the message that 
just one drink is too many. If you want to 
drink please be safe and designate a 
driver who will stick to soft drinks or 
take public transport home.” 

He added: “Drinking and driving is a 
lethal combination but for reasons I will 
never understand there are still some 
selfish and foolish people who choose to

for Crimestoppers, said: “Some people 
may have information about a regular 
drink driver but feel uncomfortable 
going to the police, especially if they are 
a neighbour, family member or friend. 

“There is a safe alternative in passing 
information to the independent charity 
Crimestoppers. We take information 100 
per cent anonymously. We never ask for 
the caller’s name or any personal details, 
we do not trace or record our calls and 


those giving information do not have to 
give a statement to the police or go to 
court. Nobody will know you called. 

“By telling us about someone who reg¬ 
ularly drinks alcohol and drives you 
could be saving someone’s life. Last 
year, Crimestoppers received nearly 90 
calls about those drink driving in Essex.” 

Essex county councillor Rodney Bass, 
cabinet member for highways and 
transportation, added: “As summer 
approaches and the weather gets warm¬ 
er, Essex residents will understandably 
want to be out enjoying themselves. 

“However, people should remember 
that drink drivers put themselves and 
others in serious danger and getting 
behind the wheel after drinking can 
have a devastating impact on people’s 
lives.” 

A running total of the number of peo¬ 
ple arrested for drink driving during the 
campaign will appear on the Essex 
Police website at www.essex.police.uk/ 
summerdrinkdrive. 

Drivers are warned that a conviction 
for drink-driving will result in a crimi¬ 
nal record and a road ban or a fine of up 
to £5,000. In accidents where someone is 
injured or killed, a drink-driver could 
also face a jail sentence of up to 14 years.

SMART way to get money management and debt advice 


IN this time of recession and austerity, many 
people will be feeling the effects of an 
increase in the cost of living which is not 
matched by an increase in income. 

Some will have been made redundant or had 
their working hours or pay reduced. Some 
will have had a reduction in benefit as a result 
of the ‘bedroom tax’ or the move to the 
localised council tax benefit scheme, which 
has seen a reduction in the amount payable in 
Harlow and many other areas. 

For some, this will simply mean a tightening 
of belts. For others it will mean struggling to 
pay bills that were previously manageable 
and getting into debt. 

To help address this, Harlow Welfare Rights 
& Advice and Harlowsave are working on a 
joint project, funded by the National Lottery 
to provide Harlow residents with advice and 
assistance in connection with debt and money 
management. 

The SMARTAdvice project is designed to 
help anyone who is struggling by providing 
both money management advice and 
specialist debt advice. It is a free, confidential 



and impartial service. 

Harlowsave is providing one-to-one and 
group sessions which look at budgeting, 
income and expenditure and ways to increase 
income and reduce expenditure. For example, 


are there savings that could be made by 
paying bills by direct debit or switching 
energy suppliers? 

Harlow Welfare Rights & Advice, which is 
currently located in the Harlowsave offices, 
provide specialist debt advice including 
liability, prioritising creditors, court action 
and potential options available such as token 
offers, pro rata repayments, debt relief orders 
and bankruptcy. 

HWRA can also negotiate with creditors, 
provide benefits and tax credits advice and 
assist with court forms. 

Anyone who feels they would benefit from 
either money management or debt advice - or 
both - should contact Harlowsave on (01279) 
451234 or pop in to the office located on the 
first floor of the town centre library. Opening 
times are Monday 12-2pm, Tuesday, Thursday 
and Friday 10am-2pm.

“PAH has gone through a 
recruitment drive and a huge 
transformation period which 
means doctors and nurses are 
now in charge of the decision 
making with supportive manag¬ 
ers behind them. This means a 
patient can be seen, diagnosed 
and treated efficiently and effec¬ 
tively and it does in fact work 
very well.” 

He added: “Many people who 
have an illness or chronic illness 
but who may not need to be in 
A&E arrive at the department 
because they are not clear where 
to go. 

“We have dedicated senior 
nurses who can do all the regular 
health checks and make the 
decision as to where those 
patients need to be to be better 
cared for - whether that is in the 


hospital, in A&E or back with 
their GPs. 

“The four-hour time target is 
there for patient safety but some¬ 
times it is necessary for a patient 
to stay in A&E longer than four 
hours before they are diagnosed 
and treated because they need to 
be stabilised or it is unsafe to 
move them to another depart¬ 
ment. 

“Everything we do, we do 
thinking of our patients and the 
best way to treat them efficiently 
and effectively. 

“There is no clash between 
patient safety and achieving our 
targets which is why we are very 
proud to be above the 95 per 
cent.” 

Mr Abduljawad said that as 
long as PAH continued to see, 
diagnose and treat more than 95 
per cent of patients before the 
four-hour target then it would be 
happy.

Jail for the carjacker who 


‘brought terror’ to 
streets of Harlow

A CARJACKER who left two drivers with 
injuries after a double crash in Harlow 
has been jailed for four years. 

Craig Barnes (24) stole a high perfor¬ 
mance car in Chelmsford at knifepoint 
and then went on a two-hour terror drive 
at speeds of more than 100 mph which 
ended in a head-on crash in Harlow. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told 
Barnes threatened a mother and daugh¬ 
ter with a hunting knife before driving 
off in their grey Audi TT. 

Police initially gave chase but stopped 
because they feared it would only make 
him drive more dangerously. However, 
he was tailed by a police helicopter as he 
drove towards Harlow, where he crashed 
head-on into one vehicle and collided 
with another. 

Officers in the helicopter then saw him 
run away from the scene of the accident 
as he attempted to make his escape. 

The drivers of the other two cars 
involved in the crash - a 73-year-old 
woman and a 40-year-old man, suffered 
injuries for which they were taken to 
hospital for treatment. 

Marcus Crosskell, prosecuting, said 
before the incident on February 5 Barnes 
had been involved in an argument with 
a couple at an address in Chelmsford 
and stated he was going to leave. 

Outside a nearby Tesco Express he 
used the knife to threaten Kim Jenkins 


and her daughter Emma before driving 
off in their car. 

Mr Crosskell told the court: “Travelling 
towards Broomfield and onto the A130 
towards Waltham, he stopped for fuel at 
a petrol station before police were alert¬ 
ed and the Audi was spotted and fol¬ 
lowed. 

“He accelerated to speeds of over 
lOOmph and police asked for assistance 
from a helicopter. He [Barnes] went 
through a red light and the police, doing 
80mph, decided to stop the pursuit as it 
was making the car go faster.” 

Mr Crosskell said that after a two-hour 
drive Barnes, who was on the wrong side 
of the road while trying to overtake, 
crashed head-on into the Fiesta and then 
spun, hitting the Peugeot. 

Sean Minihan, representing Barnes - 
who pleaded guilty to robbery, danger¬ 
ous driving and possession of the knife 
- said: “He accepts he had been drinking 
and he lost control in an overtaking 


manoeuvre when he struck the first 
vehicle and collided with the other vehi¬ 
cle.” 

Passing sentence, judge Emma Peters 
told the defendant: “This was a serious 
incident and it’s lucky no-one was killed. 
You wanted to cause damage to yourself 
and didn’t care who you took along with 
you on your night of glory. 

“You terrified two ladies with the car, 
forced them at knifepoint to get out of 
the car and drove off, bringing injury 
and terror to the streets of Essex. 

“You drove in an appallingly danger¬ 
ous and reckless manner in excess of 100 
mph, sometimes on the wrong side of the 
road. People had to get out of the way 
and you drove through a red light. 
Fortunately you were able to be followed 
by a police helicopter.” 

Barnes was sentenced to 32 months for 
the robbery, 16 months consecutive for 
dangerous driving and a month concur¬ 
rent for having the knife.

WHEN it comes to making 
big decisions it’s only 
natural to canvass opinion 
and find out what our 
friends, family and 
colleagues think before we 
take the plunge. 

If you’re thinking of buying 
or selling a property, 

Zoopla’s latest Housing 
Market Sentiment Survey 
has done all of the hard 
work for you and can tell you 
what everyone else is 
thinking. 

According to the survey we 
are feeling surprisingly 
confident about the future of 
the sales market at the 
moment and believe it’s 
going to get even better. 

Some 74 per cent of us 
expect to see property 
prices go up in the next six 
months. That’s up from 63 
per cent at the end of last 
year and 59 per cent the 
year before that. 

How much prices are 
expected to increase over 
the next six months depends 
on where you live. Results of 
the national survey showed 
that on average it’s around 
4.6 per cent, which is up 
from 3.4 per cent in October

per cent. The biggest 
optimists were up in the 
North East, where they 
believe prices will rise by 7.5 
per cent over the next six 
months. 

This optimistic view of the 
market seems to stem from 
what we are actually seeing 
and hearing about locally. 
Some 61 per cent of us base 
our assumptions on 
properties being bought and 
sold near us, while 43 per 
cent also cite the availability 
of mortgages as a key 
factor. 

If this survey is to be 
believed, the future looks a 
great deal better than it has 
for a long while. No less 
than 24 per cent of those 
surveyed said they were 
thinking of selling a property 
and 30 per cent said they 
were thinking of buying one 
in the next six months.

AS part of Subaru’s efforts to 
reposition itself within the ever 
popular sports utility vehicle market, 
recent years have seen its Forester 
model evolve from high-rise estate 
car into a fully-blown SUV. 

With the demand for turbo-nutter 
cars such as Subaru’s own Impreza 
waning and interest in do-it-all 
family holdalls on the up, it made 
sense to make the switch from 
worthy-looking wagon to SUV. 
Subaru’s decision to tap into the 
demand for such ‘soft-roaders’ has 
proven to be a smart one. 

The thing is, the Forester is 
anything but soft. Unlike the vast 
majority of SUVs out there, the 
Forester really can walk the walk. 

Subaru’s trademark all-wheel drive 
system offers users genuine all- 
terrain capabilities, plus there’s a 
generous amount of ground 
clearance to help clear obstacles. 

With soft, rounded and apologetic 
curves, most soft-roaders have their 
roots in the design and execution of 
conventional family hatchbacks. The 
Forester, with its chunky, bold¬ 
looking exterior, is a little different. 

Unmistakably a Subaru from all 
angles, the company’s designers have 
managed to create a streamlined 
appearance without losing the car’s 
left-field identity. 


Another obvious change has been 
the redesign of the Forester’s cabin. 
For many this has been long overdue, 
and the result is a classy and high- 
quality interior more in tune with 
Subaru’s premium market 
aspirations. 

Glossy trim and slick operating 
controls are further evidence of 
Subaru’s hard work. And then there’s 
the car’s engine line-up which, like its 
transmission, is peculiar to Subaru. 

y opting for a ‘flat four’ boxer 
arrangement, the Forester boasts a 
lower centre of gravity - good for 
cornering and stability. 

The slightly fruitier exhaust note of 
the petrol motors is another pleasing 
quirk. 

Subaru’s commitment to the boxer 


format extends to diesel power and 
this 2.0-litre unit has been the subject 
of some mild fettling to maintain its 
competitive edge. 

Good levels of torque compliment 
the oil burner’s refined 
powerdelivery, resulting in a polished 
performance on and off road. 

And while the diesel unit is 
expected to be a popular choice, 
hardcore Forester fans will be pleased 
to see the introduction of a turbo 
petrol unit as the flagship model. 
Curiously, this turbo unit and the 
entry-level non-turbo petrol motor 
can be had with Subaru’s 
continuously variable transmission 
(CVT). 

As an alternative to a conventional 
auto gearbox, the CVT does a good 


job of delivering smooth power 
uptake and is a world apart from the 
CVTs of old. It’s just as well 
considering it’s the only choice 
available for the high-performance 
turbo variant. 

Other under-the-skin changes to 
the Forester have had an equally 
positive influence on the car’s 
character. Changes to its suspension 
help in promoting a ride that, despite 
the car’s lofty stance, impressively 
resists pitch and roll, ah the while 
providing a good level of feedback for 
the driver when driven briskly. 

On the road the Forester is a 
polished performer, delivering a 
quirk-free driving experience. As 
you’d expect, the 240 horsepower 
turbo petrol model is no slouch and 


Subaru’s persistence with CVT 
gearbox technology has paid off. 

Naturally, the 147 horsepower diesel 
is going to be a more frugal choice for 
many, and despite its modest output, 
it never feels sluggish. 

Quiet and refined for a diesel, in 
manual gearbox guise it’s an easy car 
to drive briskly and one that’s equally 
at home grinding through urban 
traffic or slowly making its way 
across a muddy field. 

Generous levels of equipment and 
practicality round off the Forester 
experience. Occupant space in the 
cabin is good and the rear seats split 
and fold to further boost the car’s 
load-carrying capacity. 

There’s ah the usual mod cons, even 
in entry-level trim, with navigation, 
high-power headlights, leather 
upholstery, power-opening tailgate 
and other premium-level safety and 
comfort items available depending 
on which handful of trim levels you 
choose from. 

Although now a thoroughly modern 
and plush mid-size SUV, Subaru’s 
Forester remains an unconventional 
choice in a market full of me-too soft- 
roaders. 

And unlike the increasing number 
of SUVs hitting the showrooms, the 
Forester is as much a refined cruiser 
as it is a workhorse. Packed with 
smart technology and know-how, it’s 
a genuine all-weather car for ah 
seasons.

A total of five of the finalists from 
the London Olympics competed in 
the race, including Timothy Kitum, 
who picked up bronze and shares the 
quickest personal best time in the 
field of 1:42.53 with Mohammed 
Aman. 

The race, held in blazing sunshine 
in Eugene, was won by Ethiopian 
Aman in 1 minute 44.42 seconds. 

Former Burnt Mill School student 
Osagie clocked 1:45.62. 

Osagie tweeted afterwards: “Some 
good scalps over here in the USA but a 
bit too windy for super fast times! 1:45 
today, in one piece going into the big 
training block!” 

At the start of the race, Osagie was at 
the back of the field before a typically 
strong sprint finish in the last 40 
metres ensured he narrowly missed 


out on third by a fraction of a second. 

Kitum was second in a season best 
time of 1:45.16 and American Nick 
Symonds was third in 1:45.20. 

The race was shown live on the BBC 
red button and online. 

There was a mistake by the host 
American broadcaster as the athletes 
lined up shortly before the start and 
Osagie was missed out. 

This meant viewers missed his 
trademark ‘boom’ gesture to the cam¬ 
era. 

Harlow Athletic Club member 
Osagie has been out in the States for 
nearly two weeks as he competed in 
the meeting in New York last week 
when he came second behind 
Rudisha. 

This was Osagie’s third race of the 
Diamond League season.

Changing face of a 
football club on up

THE philosophy of a football 
club being open up to two or 
three times a week to the 
public will be changed when 
the Hawks get their 3G artifi¬ 
cial pitch up and running. 

Traditionally, football clubs 
have been seen as a place for 
fans to go to watch their team 
on a Saturday afternoon and 
then sometimes on a midweek 
evening. 

Hawks managing director 
Tom Cunningham said: “We 
will be open from 10am to 
10pm from Monday to Sunday. 

“We will be aiming to get a 
footfall of around 300-500 
people per day. We want it to 
be used for 52 weeks a year.” 

The old pitch at Barrows 
Farm is set to be ripped up 
soon. 

The new £350,000 facility 
will be open for July. 

Cunningham said the sur¬ 
face could be divided up to 
house perhaps eight mini 
pitches which could be used 
for a five-a-side football 
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league on Sunday evenings. 

“We could get up to 80 peo¬ 
ple an hour using it then,” he 
said. 

Currently the complex is 
drastically under-used. 

The Harlow & District 
Football League have eight 
cup finals there, while the 
West Essex & East Herts Youth 
Football League also stage 
some matches. 

Cunningham is acutely 
aware that the club is also 
under-used by the communi¬ 
ty, not just on matchdays 
when attendances have 
dropped to 130 on average. 

He said: “The intention was 
that when this stadium 
opened that is should be used 
as a community site.” 

“At the moment people use 
the hall for functions and we 
have around 100 supporters, 
but that is just a fraction of a 
population of 82,000 [in 


Harlow].” 

Cunningham said that 
Harlow Town FC also aims to 
relaunch its youth system 
with four teams playing in the 
West Essex & East Herts Youth 
Football League next season. 

Former assistant manager 
Christian Wheeler is set to 
oversee this project. 

However, it is not just the 
beautiful game that can be 
played on the new artificial 
pitch. 

He said: “It could be used for 
touch rugby and it could also 
be used for American Football. 
Maidstone United have done 
this and we shall be exploring 
this.” 

Netball is another possible 
sport, as are army boot camp 
style programmes. 

With Harlow Rugby Club’s 
sought-after site at the other 
end of Elizabeth Way a prime 
area for housing, perhaps a 
switch to Barrows Farm would 
be ideal and revitalise the 
Rams as well? 


HAWKS boss Tom 
Cunningham is pleased that 
the 3G artificial pitch will 
enable the Hawks to cope 
with their increased com¬ 
mitments in Ryman League 
division one north next sea¬ 
son - and avoid another 
winter pile-up of fixtures. 

Twenty-four teams, rather 
than 22, will be competing 
in the division next term 
which means that 46 and 
not 42 games have to be 
played by teams. 

With the bad weather 
experienced over the last 
three years it has been diffi¬ 
cult enough to complete a 
league campaign of 42 
games. 

A club like Waltham 
Abbey, which has poor 
drainage, will struggle 
immensely with an extra 
four games, particularly if 
the weather is capricious 
and there are endless post¬ 
ponements. 

Cunningham said: “Other 
sides might struggle with 
getting the games in. Only 
severe frost could stop a 
game. The pitch will help 
us. 

He added: “With 3G you do 
have to maintain it to keep 
it. If you do not, you would 
have to then replace it and 
it will not last the 10-15 
years that is expected.” 

The first game on the new 
pitch is set to be on Sunday 
July 28 and will be organ¬ 
ised by Harlow 5 Aid and 
will be between a Harlow 
Police team and a celebrity 
side. 

This event will support 
five charities including The 
Shakoor Memorial Fund in 
memory of Dr Sabah Usmani 
and her five children who 
died in a house fire in Barn 
Mead in October. 
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3G gamble can pay 

dividends for HTFC 
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FAR from being discouraged by 
dwindling attendances and the 
Hawks’ poor form on the pitch, 
the Harlow Town Football Club 
management team have stumped 
up £350,000 of their own money 
to pay for the new plastic surface 
which they hope will transform 
fortunes. 

Tom Cunningham and co-owner 
John Barnett are investing the six- 
figure sum in the biggest gamble 
since taking over at the Barrows 
Farm club in February 2010. 

Building work is set to start 
imminently as the old grass sur¬ 
face is ripped up and replaced by a 
state-of-the-art 3G artificial sur¬ 
face which the club hopes will 
enable the facility to be used for 
five-a-side soccer leagues and 
many more uses to tap into some 
much-needed revenue. 

Cunningham and Barnett’s com¬ 
pany Platinum Sports 
Management took over with the 
club dangerously close to liquida¬ 
tion. 


After two flirtations with promo¬ 
tion in 2010-11 and 2011-12 from 
Ryman League division one north, 
the club took a backward step 
playing wise last term. 

New cash is desperately needed 
to brig in a host of players for a 
crack at promotion next season. 

The aim is that the artificial pitch 
will be laid in time for the 2013-14 
season. 

Harlow will hire out the pitch to 
various local sporting groups and 
they aim to make more use of the 
Barrows Farm site as an income- 
creating vehicle. 

Cunningham, the club’s manag¬ 
ing director and Barnett, the 
chairman, have been inspired by 
the example of Ryman premier 
division side Maidstone United. 

They installed a pitch last sum¬ 
mer and have let the stadium out 
to the community. 

Cunningham, pictured right, 
said: “We aim to try and emulate 
Maidstone. They have got a lot of 
people using their pitch and they 
had average gates of more than 
1,500. They got promotion too. 

“The cost [£350,000] is being 



financed by our company 
Platinum Sports Management.” 

He added: “A lot of the cost is the 
carpet [pitch] and it will be in line 
with FA and Ryman require¬ 
ments.” 

“I think it will impact [improve] 
on our attendances. People will be 
made aware of the site.” 

Cunningham stressed the 
importance of the project. 

“It costs around £90,000 to run 


the stadium yearly and that is 
without paying any wages. In 
three years’ time we have to pay a 
rent to the Sports Trust,” he said. 

“At the moment there is a gap 
between our stadium and the level 
[much lower] we are playing at. We 
aim to bridge that gap.” 

He added: “We want to create a 
club that is consistent and sus¬ 
tainable.” 

Cunningham refused to com¬ 
ment on how much income they 
hope to get but the long term aims 
are clear. 

He said: “The budget depends on 
how we go with the people coming 
in to use the stadium. Hopefully it 
can all come together. The inten¬ 
tion is to get a side going for pro¬ 
motion. 

“We want also to have an acade¬ 
my and a youth team structure.” 

The club’s long term prospects 
depend heavily on this project. 
Cunningham said planning per¬ 
mission for car boot sales and 
Sunday markets had been 
obtained but these schemes had 
not got off the ground.
